hu been written regarding the co- 
operation of American Catholics with 

the great purposes which dominated 
our Repulilic at these epochs. All 
along tlif milestones of American 
history from the days of Lexington 
down to the maxn'firent display of 
heroism at Chateau Thierry, Ameri- 
can Catholics have been toremott In 
their sacrifice (or the Idaali of this 
great land. It Is somawbat dia- 
heartening to be obliged to contesa 
that we have so little on record to 
describe to our children of today 
their forefathers' gallantry and hero- 
lam. 

When the United States cntorod 
the tircat War in April, 1917. the 
leaders of our churci saw the ne- 
cessity of creating a coiiinilttee 
which would have for its purpose 
the gathering Into one archival cen- 
ter all the material which would go 
to make np a hiatory of Catholic 
American actinty during the war. 
For that purpose was created the 
Committee on Historical Records of 
the National Cttinoiic War Council. 
The Chairman of this commlttcp is 
the nipht Uev. Monslgnor Honry T. 
Drumgoole, rector of the Seminary 
of St. Charles Borromeo. Philadel- 
phia, and a former Prealdent of the 
American Catholic, Historical Society 
of Phlladelphto. The Secretary of 
the committee la the Rev. Dr. Peter 
Onilday, assistant professor of 
church History at the Catholic Unl- 
TVralty of America and editor of the 
Catholic Historical Review. The As- 
sistant Secretary Is Francis J. 
Rooney, A. M.. ..ne of the first fel- 
lows of the Knights of Columbus 
Catholic Unlterslty Endowmaat Md 
formerly associated with the catho- 
lic Historical Rerlair. Under the 
leadership of tbeia acbolara the 
CommlttM OB Rlatorieal Records has 
andeavored during tba past two 
years to gather together and to tab- 
ulate In a useful form all possible 
Information relative to the work of 
American Catholics In the war. The 
most Important part of the com- 
mittee's vfctrk Is to make a com- 
plete census of Catholics in the ser- 
vice of the United SUtei. Through 
the pastora of tbe different parishes 
tbrongbout tbe country tbe ebmmlt- 
tee has been collecting terviee lists 
of Catholics, but this work Is still 
Incomplete. It will remain Incom- 
plete until all Catholics become 
alive to the necessity of handing 
down to posterity the names of the 
Catholic hemes of the United StatM 
during the Great War. 

The second part of tbe commit- 
tee's work Is to collect letters, 
diaries, photographs and all aucb 
kindred material, from wbleb to 
gatber a story of Catholic American 
•cttrlty of tbe Oreat War. Numer- 
oua doeumenta of this nature are al- 
ready on file, but these Tcpn-scnt 
only a very small proportion of the 
material avallahle. You can assist 
by sending us letters, photographs, 
diaries, speeches, records of co-oper- 
atton with non-CathoIlc agencies, in 
fact every bit of writing wblcb bears 
m Catholle participation In tbe man- 
tfeld aetlvltlea of tbe war. 

Tbe final part of the committee's 
work Is to combine all this material 
Into the History of Catbolie Ameri- 
can Activity during the Oreat War. 
The outline of this history has al- 
ready been piil)lished. and it Includes 
a complete record of our Catholic 
activity, from an Introductory chap- 
ter on Catholics in past American 
wars, through the period of neutral- 
ity, of training, of tbe work In the 
field and behind tbe lines at home, 
taking np the various phases of mil- 
itary and civilian activity, and con- 
cluding with chapters on Catholics 
at the close of the war and the ef- 
fects of the war on Catholic life In 
America. 

The successful completion of this 
work of the Committee on Histori- 
cal Records can be assured only It 
American Catholiea wilt eo-operate 
now in the eolleetion of material In 
the same wboleHwnled, patriotlo 
manner In wbleb tbey co-operated 
Itb tbe Oovemment during the

History, (,'eopraphy and nature 
study are ceasing to be the bug- 
bears they once were for 7,000 
schoolboys and girls of Louisville 
through the Introduction of motion 
picture and storeoptlcon classes In 
the city's parochial schools. Fifteen 
parochial schools already have the 
machines in operation, and "teach- 
ing with the pictures" forms a regu- 
lar part of their inatructioa. Aa tbe 
novel system has proved a success 
and has approval of the diocesan 
educational authorities. It soon will 
be Installed In all the other Catholic 
schools of the city. The educational 
pictures were introduced Into the 
parochial schools several weeks ago 
throuKh negotiations with a largo 
Kaslern motion picture house which 
furnished a utandard type of school 
equipment and supplies the slides 
and films in several aeriea, according 
to tbe aubJeot with wbleb tbey are 
used. The movement was inangn- 
rated by the Catholic National Asso- 
ciation and the plan. It Is said. Is 
being followed in all the larger 
cities. 

Tho courses were arranged t)y edu- 
cational ex|ierls from the Catholic 
University and the leading Catholic 
normal schools in conjunction with 
the producers, and new pictures are 
being turned ont eonatantly. Tbe 
courses being used in Loufsville are 
history, geography, natural sciences 
and a special course In "Lessons In 
Citizenship for Young Americans."
